ing on the situation says: 

A deficit of $600,000,000 in the 
British Budget is not a greater cal 
amity, relatively speaking, than 
one of $75,000,000 in the Canad 
ian Budget. Yet the prospect of 
facing it threatened to impair the 
credit of the country, has displaced 
the Labor Government with a coal 
ition Ministry, and is likely to 
wreck party alignments maintain 
ed in recent years. Financially and 
politically it has produced a sensa- 
tion as well as a crisis. 

Early despatches from London 
attributed the need of urgency tn 
retrenchment to the Bank of Eng 
land situation. It was said the 
bank had exhausted the credit o 
$250,000,000 arranged in Paris and 
London and that extension was 
denied until steps were taken t 
earry out the report of the Commit 
tee on Economies, involving reduc 
ed payments under the unemploy 
ment insurance schemes. These 
reports were not credited in des 
patches to The Globe jast evening 
Belief was expressed that the Ban! 
ei) Eugland had used li ‘te «t 
credit and that additional credi 
could be had if required, Confirma 
tion of this may be found in the 
action of sterling exchange, which 
remained normal. It is probable 
that the Bank of England, in com- 
mon with other financial institu 
tions, has extensive funds tied up 
in Germany, but it is also to be 
noted that attempts depress 
sterling in foreign countries have 
not been markedly successful. 

Under the circumstances, it 
would seem that urgency was need- 
ed to prevent financial strain tak- 
ing place rather than to relieve 
something that had happened. It 
was a case of “taking by the tore- 
lock” so far as financial institu- 
tions were concerned, but with re- 
gard to the finances of the Govern 
ment there was no doubt that the 
handwriting was on the wail tor 
all to see. 

The fact that eight Ministers in 
the MacDonald Cabinet resigned 
rather than be a party to any ac 
tion reducing the dole and numer 
ous salaries indicates the tight 
corner in which the Government 
was placed. Carrying out the re 
commendations of the Committee 
on Economics could not tail to an- 
tagonize large sections of the vot- 
ers, including those influenced by 
the powerful Trades Union Counci! 
Nevertheless, the huge expendi 
tures of the Labor Ministry, com 
bined with the restrictions placed 
on industry and abnormal taxation, 
settled the onus on the Govern 
ment, and obligated it to find 2 
way out in all fairness. Had M: 
MacDonald a strong majority he 
might have felt capable of tacing 
the crisis without help. With se 
many of his Cabinet colleagues de 
serting, there was no course but to 
resign or seek a coalition Govern- 
ment. Manifestly the latter move 
Was Lhe more satisfactory and pro- 
mising. It is no time to throw the 
country into the uncertainty of an 
election and assign to one party— 
whichever might be successful
